storing said valuable documen t s in a- collecting device (3 0) 
comprising a drum within a sto rage space; 
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winding said valuable documents on or off said drum with the 
aid of a carrier film or foil (4 0, 41); 

housing said drum (30). at lea st partially, within — a 

collecting vessel (50) ; 

providing a destructive agent container (60, 63) containing 

a destructive agent in fluid communication with said collecting 
vessel ; 

generating an alarm signal in resp onse to an unauthorized 
attempt to access said valuable docu ments; and 

applying said destructive agent from said dest ructive agent 

container into said collecting vessel a nd onto the — valuable 

documents wound on said drum with the aid of said carrier film or 
foil in response to said alarm signal . 

Claim 2. (currently amended) A method according to Claim 1, 
chdia i teiised by including the step of using a volume of said 
destructive agent (61) that can be handled by the collecting 
vessel (50) in the absence of overflow. 

Claim 3. (currently amended) A method according to Claim 1, 
characteriaed by including the step of placing the destructive 
agent container (60, 63) above the collecting vessel (50) so that 
the destructive agent (61) will run or fall down into the 
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collecting vessel when said alarm signa l is generated an alarm ic

Claim 9. (currently amended) An arrangement according to 
Claim 6, characterised in that said arrangement includes an 
alarm-controlled puncturing means (64) that functions to release 
the destructive agent; (61) in response to said alarm signal 
conjunction with a bui ^ glary and/or manipulative action .
